themselves and to their country. Tbe 
majority of tho^e who were present

A Review of Some of tbe 


Olinghouse Canyon 


Properties. 


One of tbe moat promising—we may 


pot it stronger and aay tbe m«Bt prom- 
ising—mining district* in Nevada is 
tbe Whita Horse mining district, lo- 
cated ia Wasboe oonnty, abont eight 
miles northwest of the thriving little 
bnrg of Wads worth. Some of tbe 
mossbacks and calamity bowlers who 
are wont to revile their native State 
as having been made by God in His 
wrath woald do well to look beneath 
the soil, instead of above it, for evi- 
dence of tbe 
deities' dowery, and 


Olinghoase canyon, Tiger canyon and 
vicinity woald be a happy locality in 
which to begin tbe tardy investigation. 


Olinghome is a new district—not 


only new, bat undeveloped. It has 
not been boomed by ambitious tpeca- 
latorp, because they have overlooked a 
good thing in their greed for great 
speculations. It ia only within the 
last three or four years that tbe mines 
have been prospected to any extent 
worth mentioning, and even yet the 
operations have not reached tbe mag- 
nitude which tbe promising nature of 
the gold and silver bearing ores at the 
surface would warrant. 


Beyond any doubt the rich free 


milling prospects furnished by tbe 
several leading mines, among which 
are the Forlorn Hope, Jackson, No. 2, 
Cabin, Hutchinaon, Slip.Oro and Qold 
Ledge, wonld arouse tbe cupidity of 
the moat pessimistic mining expert 
upon the Pacific coast. 


Ore containing free gold, gold so 


coarse that in may often be detected, 
even estimated by the primitive pro- 
cess known RS "horning" or "panning," 
is characteristic of tbe district. It is 
true that sulphide ore has been found, 
some, for Instance, in tbe Forlorn 
Hupe, which assayed over (1,000 per 
ton in gold. Tbis ore was milled in 
tbe canyon, where two small mills for 
treating free gold and silver ores have 
been built withia the last four yearc, 
'and the extraction, while not complete, 
waa good enough to sbtisfy tbe miners. 


The first mill ia an improved four- 


foot Huntington crusher, run by a ten- 
horse power gisoliue engine. 
It is 


known as the Slip mill, Poole & Mo- 
Eaobren owners. 


The second mill is a two stamp 


affair, run by a ten-horse power tteam 
»Dgioe. It has run almost continu- 
ously since it was built, and Mr. Proc- 
tor, tho owner, often has more ore on 
band than be can well handle. Toe 
amalgamation is carried on in tbe bat- 
tery and ore plites, no pans being used. 
Tbe t.tilioga are carefully restrained 
by dame, and when tbe proper time 
time comes will probably be treated 
by tbe improved cyanide precise.
